000 and it lives in au area of 129| sq. 
miles. The city has l.UUO miles of 
Btreetaiui^' roads opened for use, and 
overaDff of"t1ieso al'6 p.aved. It is 
lighted by nearly ton thcusaiul gas- 
lamps. The oarlli benoath coiiooals 
and is ponetraled by 131 miles of sew- 
ers, over fiOO miles of gas mains, and 
51G miles of water-pipes. 'It has over 
212 miles of city railways, and nearly 

1 794 city i-ailroad cars passing over 
the railroads dnilv; :5,tt2r) steam boil- 
ers- over -iUO public schools, with 
suitable buildings, and over l.tiUO 
school t«achers, and over 80,000 pu- 
pils. It has over 34,000 bath-rooms, 
most of ^'rhich are supplied with 

■hot w^ftter, and for the uiie of the water 
at lovr rates the citizens pay more 
than a half million of dollars annual- 
ly ; it has over 400 pl!^oo3 of public 
worship, and accommodation lu them 
for 300,000 pefsoDs; it has nearly J,- 
000 manufactories, with a capital of 
$185,000,000, employing Mj.UUU 
hands, the annual prodpct of whoso la- 
bor if over $381,000,000. It ei.jorted 
in 1873 iu value over ?24,000,000, and 
imported in value over $20,000,000; 
the amount for duties in gold was 
nearly $9,500,000; the real estate, ^ as 
assessed for taxation, was over $lo8,- 
000 000, and there was collected uear- 
U id 000,000 for taxes. The funded 
debt in 1873 was $51,007,147, and the 
annual outlay in 1873 inclusive 
of interest on debt, was !r7.b2G,123 
It has parks and public sciuaros, and 
Fail-mount Park, which is one of 
them, contains 2,091 acres, and is one 
of the largest porks in the would. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, who has a 
minute and comprehensive kuowlednfo 
of hii subject, is deeply impressed 
with the power and the permanent 
character of the ChincBO empire. Ad- 
opting the largest estimate of the pop 
• ulation, ho justly holds that a commu- 
nity, of .400,000,000 men under a single 
government, unci with the samo lan- 
guage and institutions, contains in 
itsolf a sulllcient guarantee of vitality. 
It is his deliberate opinion that Rus- 
sia is more liable than China to per- 
manent disruption.

- ILLEGAL EXPENDITURE. 

The Legislature in the session 83? 
1875 giuuted the sum of $499,111 
for Iho prosecution of public -works 
within th6 Province. Of this large 
$160,000 was voted for drjdook 
purposes and tho romaiuing $350,000 
for roads, strools, bridgob, public 
buildingH, oto. Wo liud. upon refer- 
ring to the oxcellout and compreheu- 
sivo statomout of Mr. Vernon, the new 
Chief Commisaionor, that the amount 
voted by tho House was exceeded by 
the late Govoruiuout in the sum of 
$14:4:,000, au excess by more tbau 
ouo-third of the amount thoy were au- 
thorized to expend. Such, at least, is 
tho footing up of all tho contracts 
given out in 1875. We are aware that 
it has,beeii. urged by Mr. Beaven that 
a contract awarded does not become 
a liability iiiitil thd money has become 
duo. But j,vej;j',mau in Victoria witli 
the least pretensions to busmess qual- 
ities will detect the sophistry of that 
claim. For instancp', no sensible man 
can be made to believe that if he gives 
a promissory note for value received 
it is none tho less a liability — whether 
it be payable in 1875 or 1880. Dupes 
have been induced to give promissory 
notes al "a mere matter of form, ' aud 
have had to meet them when due as a 
matter of fact. To make tho proposi- 
tion plain -we will cite one instance 
from sever&l before us. The Hquso 
last year voted for roads, streets and 
bridges in Cariboo District $34:,SO(). 
The Chief Commissioner awardetl con- 
tracts that cover the sum of $57,401 
— or $23,500 more than tho amount 
he -was authorized to spend in that 
District. •:. One ofcUie contracts award- 
ed was to Mr. D.#. Adams— $37,500 
for the construction of QuohuoI bridge, 
or $3000 more than was voted for the 
whole District. Despite the delay 
caused by a wrong survey in lo,9ating 
the bridge-site, and of other olistaoles 
thrown in the way of the builder by 
the Lands & Works Deimrtment, the 
structure was threo-fourths huishod 
on the first of December, 1875. 
According to the terms of tho 
contract Mr. Adams vras to be 
paid in instalments as the ■Wovk 
progcessedj but that he might meet 
the H'ou^e'&nd say that tho amount 
voteli for the district had not been ex 
ceedod because the money had not 
been paid, what did Mr. Beaven do ? 
He resorted to the cruel, heartless and 
unprecedented course of instructiu 
the superintendent of tho bridgowork 
not to issue certificates to Mr. Adams 
on account of work done! These in 
Btruotipns were in direct violation of 
the terius of the contract and the feel 
ings of the contractor can only bo 
appreciated by those (and we believe 
there are several in tho Province) who 
were treated in a similar manner by 
Mr. Beaven. With a large stall" of 
mechanics clamorous for their pay, 
■with tradesmen's bills for goods and ma- 
terial supplied ialling duo, and a young 
family to inaiDtain, Mr. Aduma' position 
was of the most trying description, lie 
hurried down to Victoria and \yeut iit 
onco to tho Landb .fc Works Oflico, wlioro 
he was informed that no cortilicates Lav- 
iog been received from tho Bujjoriutoiul- 
eut no payment could be mudo! The 
cause of this heartless conduct on tho 
part of the then Chief . Commisaioner — 
conduct that has well-nigh ruined Mr. 
Adams and involved his bondsmen and 
those who supplied him with goods and 
material in heavy loss — was tho ox-Chiof 
Commissioner's desire to escape tho con- 
Buro of the House for au ovor-oxpeudituro 
of public monies. Littlo recked ho if 
everyi joontrnctor in the Frovinoe was 
ruined and every man's children save bis 
own were tamed into the street to long 
B8 ho could meet the House and say that 
he had not exceeded thoir vote — oven if 
ho Bhould bo only able to mako that 
assertion by roBorting to tlie di.s- 
reputablo moans wu havo cxpo:)- 
ed. To anul^'zo tho report boforo us 
and point ont, item by item, tho vari- 
ous houds under which tho legislative 
vote has been eiiceeded, woald require 
more time and space than wo have now 
at oflr command. Wo shall, however, 
mention a f«w of the most f,'h>riiig casos. 
For th« Innatio anylum {?15,000 was 
voted and 835,077 02 liability incurr- 
od. For Now \Vc»tmm»tor District ruaci.i 
and bridges $45i630 was voted, and 
S74'>0DV33'liabihtj incurred. For Yalo 
Distriot $95'817 was voted, and $146,- 
267 liability incurred! In one or two 
instanoos, lidwovor, tho amouots voted 
•were nut exceeded — but these woreall for 
Island Diatricls, for tho welfaru of which 
tho lato Ministry have beconio suddenly 
Bolicitous since their defeat. Wo will 
moutioD tho cnso of Esquimau District, 
for which* S162.697 was yotod, and 
only $96,383 oxpojdod— a dofloiency of 
«66,396 — S83.000 of which went 
to meet liabilities incurred in England, 
and from tho <li8bursuuiout of whicli not 
a solitary working or businoss man in 
Esquininit J)i.'!trict or any other part of 
tho Proviuao liari bi'iiplitiuil to tliu o.\lout 
•f a farthing. Wliat, it will bo ripkeil, 
has become of tho sum of ?66,396wilh- 
helc^izQin Eaquipaalt District in particu- 
lar and the Island in general? Why, it 
has gone to swell tlio amount expended 
on tho l\biinlaud and to increuHo tho sum 
illegally expended. As wo oxpl.-iinod at 
tho coinnienconiont of this artiohs, of 
}f499.111 Yotol bv tho House, .S150.- 
000 was designed for the Hj)ociiio objeot 
of thd elrydbok. Now, but $84,000 wos 
devoted to that object, tho balance of 
866,393 hoing spent on tho Mainland, 
•md swelling tho amount of money ex- 
pondod illegally to .S210.000 ! It is 
uunuocBsary for U3 to say that tho jiolioy 
of tho lute (Joveriuuout in exceeding tin. 
votes of the Houao was at variance with 
tha principles of the Oonstitulion and 
opp6sed to .the genius of Beaponsible 
GoTernmentt If a Ministry may^ act

The |;^isip5j of the ox-Commissionor 
of Iiani|^x&*%btk8, which appeared in 
yesterday's 'Standard,' called forth 
from the community an amount of in- 
dignation disproportionate to the no- 
tice, whlcb a letter from such an au- 
tlipr siibuJd mdjitj ^lio iinei}clq,cit^ of. 
tho writer, the dishonesty of his. .misi. 
representations, and the insult to tho 
intelligence of electors, are prominent- 
ly set forth in - the following, quota- 
tion: — 

"I have stated to electors during my 
interviews with them that in tho event of 
Mr. Mackenzie offoriug a sum of monoy 
in lieu of tho laliiud railway, that Mr. 
Elliott will be compoUod by his eol- 
loaguos to accept it or resign tho Pre- 
miorship, and that it is oon.sequently a 
wasto of time to ro-oloet lilr. Elliott." 

The in'opor reply to mako jMr. Bea- 
vou in this connection would bo to 
rofuto the assertion in that curt, em- 
phatic manner which, although ;in- 
parliamontary, is very forcible and is 
occasionally necessary to bo applied 
to those who wilfully and for malig- 
nant and sullisli ends widely depart 
from tho paths of veracity. Tho de- 
throned ilinister knows very well that 
Mr. Elliott as Premier can cancel tho 
appointment of any or all of his Min- 
isters if their views do not accord with 
his polic> . The now Premier's i)olicy 
is tho Carnarvon Tonus and tho Island 
Bailway, nnd who knows better than 
i\[r. licavon that Mr. J-^llioLt will stick 
to those terms ? Messrs. Brown and 
Yornou have accepted seats in the 
Cabinet with the Premier's views very 
clearlj- defined that the Island Rail- 
way was not to be sacrificed, and what- 
ever may hiivo been their expressions 
regarding it as private members of the 
House, as soon as thoy accepted seat i 
in Premier Elliott's Cabinet t hey by 
that very act became avowed support- 
ers of tho Island Railway, — and the 
retention of their seats is uoutiugout 
upon their coutinuanco of itn support. 

It is simply insulting doctors to toll 
them that the Premier can bo coerced 
by Ijiis Ministers who hold their seats 
at his good will. Mr. Beaven either 
knows or he does not know 
that ho is stating what is 
not truo; in tho latter oaso he eonfosBus 
himself to bo an ass; or if ho chooso tho 
former position he lays liiuisolf open to 
the above referred to curt, unparliamou- 
tary epithet. The. notoriety for mean- 
nesb for which Mr. Beaven is tho accept-' 
ed possessor will palliate in some degree 
his dirty work in this olo'jtion mjitter; 
but it is truly lamo.itiiblo to think that 
his besetting sin should, in tho que.'it of 
thn spoils of oflico, lead him so far 
astray from tho paths of truth and honor; 
bnt tne spirit of censure is here mingled 
with that of pity. Natural instiaots are 
strong; but let him fleok tho company of 
good. Christian men and try and get ri.l 
of his baneful proclivities. Tho ex Chief 
Commissioner of L:li!i1s and Works, as 
an oratorical linish to his letter, m;ikc3 a 
feeling allusion to hi» children. It is 
generally admitted that such spurious 
ssntimonts would bo better if left" out of 
political discussions; his patriotic rofi r- 
ence to them is about as honest as his 
asserted humility; truo, ho is being 
humblod, but it is to bn feared not with 
that unctuous edilioation M'hich would bo 
n prRUulo to his beoomiug a lietter man. 
Good tasto should dictate to Mr. Ji(Miveii 
to remain quiet at the present political 
juncture; bnt if he must spoak, moral 
etbioB enjoin that be should tell the 
truth.

shall disqualify him to sit or vote in 
tho A-isiMubly provided he ts eiected while 
holiliii;/ .s7«7j offica." 

During tho cession of 1S7.'? ^Ir. 
AnuHtroiig bold a seat iu the (Jabinot 
to which no emidumout was attached; 
but ho subsequently accepted a jjort- 
folio created expressly for him, and 
thou he had to seek ro-eldction. Mr. 
Brown now holds a seat iu the Cabi- 
net to which no eiiioluiueiit attaches 
or is likely to attacdi ; and henco ho 
does not need to seek re-electiou. 
But Mr.Vprnoa has accepted a seat in 
the t^abinot U) which au annual salary 
of tliree thousund live hundred dol- 
lar.; a yi-nr is attached by .Act of Par- 
liament, and, consequently, for him 
to sit in the Houae.and vote without

A CURIOUS K()M.\NCE. 



Norfolk street. Strand, says the 
London 'Court Journal,' has a ourious 
commemorative monument. An ob- 

aervant spectator will notico that tho 
lirst lloor windows of ii largo house at 
the corner of Howard street present a 
peculiar appearance, the shutters are 
up, aud they are covered thickly with 
dust, while through the chinks eanbe 
seen the blinds, also thick with dust, 
and mouldering with age. Those 
shutters and blinds have boen in ex- 
actly the same position, untouched, 
fpr about fifty years. Daring that 
time no human foo.t, it is believed, has 
entered that room. Aud tho reason 
is this: — Fifty years ago a certain 
nobleman was engaged to be married, 
tho day was fixed, tho wedding morn- 
ing arrived, tho breakfast was laid out 
in that spacious aud handsome room, 
tho bridegroom was readj' to proceed 
to church, when it was discovered 
that the brido was missing, a note in 
her handwriting was found addressed 
to the bridegroom, brielly informing 
him that she had eloped that morning 
with his 'best man,' a gay and gallant 
captain of dragoons. The jilted bride- 
groom did not say much; but ho wont 
alone to the room in which the wed- 
ding breakfast was laid out, with his 
own hands put up the shutters and 
drew the blinds, locked the door, and 
took tho key.
